As heretofore, Airs. Bean dis- 
cussed the high lights of inter- 
national affairs and those of the 
United States. In part, her talk 
was as follows: Germany, after 
President Ebert's death, display- 
ed its first semblance of republi- 
canism. It had planned a national 
holiday for the mourning of the 
war victims, intending to stir up 
a feeling of hatred and rebellion 
among its people. . Instead, it 
really mourned the loss of Ebert, 
who had been six years in office 
and had really done much good 
for the countrv. On March 29 



the German people will have their 
first opportunity to vote for a 
president. Alarmists say that the 
Crown Prince has a chance to re- 
turn to the throne, but that is not 
likely, though some one of the 
Court staff may in some way slip 
in. There are six parties and the 
republicans have chosen Marx, a 
modern man, and a peace advo- 
cate. Two most important devel- 
opments are the trade agreement 
between France and Germany, 
and the willingness of Germany 
to make a treaty with France in 
regard to the western border, thus 
insinuating that it will not take 
back Alsace-Lorraine. Germany 
is also willing to leave the decis- 
ion of its eastern border to the 
World Court. 

France has protected herself by 
building up an alliance with 
Poland, Czecho-slovakia and Rou- 
mania. This method is expensive 
and carries no real security. But 
France is now ready to trust Ger- 
many. Great Britain is willing to 
guarantee the boundaries of 
France, Belgium and probably 
Italy, and is anxious to include 
Germany in the alliance. 

It is impossible to exaggerate 
the importance of these steps 
toward peace. Germany will have 
to realize that she can go into the 
League on equality with other 
nations before a perfect state of 
peace is realized. 

In our own country a train of 
peculiar circumstances have put 
President Coolidge where he is. It 
is possible that Harding might not 
have been elected again on account 
of the scandals during his admin- 
istration and. possible, too, that a 
Democrat might have been elect- 
ed. The Vice Presidency is con- 
sidered a political graveyard and 
as Vice President, Coolidge was

MUST BE IN 

Street Petitions Due by April 13 at 
Latest. 
Monday, April 13, is the closing 
day for the receipt of street paving 
petitions for work to be done this 
year. That date has not been offi- 
cially declared by Council, but that 
is the policy on which the street pav- 
ing plans are now based. There are 
eight street sections in Narberth 
which are unpaved and which are 
eligible to file petitions to be includ- 
ed in the present program. If the 
residents on those streets are not 
sufficiently interested to circulate the 
necessary petitions among their 
neighbors and to obtain signatures 
representing at least four-fifths of 
the abutting properties they will 
have only themselves to blame if 
their streets remain unpaved at the 
end of 1925. The streets from 
which petitions have not yet been 
filed are as follows: 

Rockland avenue, from Narberth 
avenue to Railway Bridge. 

Grove Place, from Rockland ave- 
nue to Woodside avenue. 

Meeting House lane, from Iona 
to Montgomery avenues, 
ahead some streets, which would be 
Williams avenue, from Meeting 
House lane to Woodbine avenue. 

Woodbine avenue, from Iona to 
Montgomery avenues. 

Hampden avenue, from Wood- 
bine avenue to the north end. 

Homewood avenue, from Sabine 
avenue to the north end. 

Haverford avenue, from Essex 
to Conway avenues. 

Since the last meeting of Council 
on the ninth the Homewood avenue 
petition has been practically com- 
pleted and will undoubtedly be filed 
at the next meeting of Council. 
Frank Gioni, the well-known cement 
and stone contractor of 318 Wood- 
bine avenue, started this week cir- 
culating a petition for Woodbine 
avenue. The copy for the proper 
form of the petition may be obtained 
from Robert F. Wood, 237 Forrest 
avenue.

New Shares Offered by Legion 
Building and Loan. 
The Narberth American Legion 
Building and Loan Association will 
open a new series on Tuesday, April 
7, at the office of the association, 29 
North Narberth avenue, at the 
bridge, from 7 until 9 o'clock. 

The association was organized in 
1920 and to date has in force 1S93 
single shares and 629 double shares. 
_ There are in force at the present 
time 36 mortgage loans aggregating 
the sum of $113,200 and stock 
loans, $13,674. 

There are a great many reasons 
why one should save through the 
building and loan association sys- 
tem.

Councilman A. Perry Redifer 
feels that he was placed in an un- 
fair light by the report of the March 
meeting of Council, which was print- 
ed in this paper last Saturday, and 
that the remarks ascribed to Robert 
F. Wood, secretary of the Narberth 
Street Improvement Association, in- 
dicated a failure on the part of Mr. 
Wood and his associates to under- 
stand the motives which have in- 
fluenced him in his attitude toward 
street improvement and the bond 
issue in particular. 

Mr. Redifer, whose service as 
clerk and as a member of the 
Borough Council antedates that of 
any other man, has always given 
freely of his time and business judg- 
ment to safeguarding the finances 
of the Borough. Mr. Redifer has 
always realized the necessity of im- 
proving the unpaved streets and had 
become convinced, before the Nar- 
berth Street Improvement Associa- 
tion came into being last summer, 
that a bond issue was the correct 
way to handle it. He says that in- 
stead of opposing the bond issue he 
was in favor of it and that if the 
members of Council as a whole had 
not been of similar mind and had 
not used their influence to discour- 
age the only organized opposition 
which appeared, the result might 
have been different. 

So far as delay in preparing the 
necessary ordinance is concerned, 
Air. Redifer says that he considered 
it absolutely necessary to have a 
fairly accurate idea of how many 
streets were to be paved and how 
much it would cost. That was why 
he thought it would be better to wait 
until petitions had been received 
from all of the streets desiring pave- 
ments. He feared that if this was 
not done and the paving should go 
legimately entitled to share the bene- 
fits of the bond issue, might be left 
out. If such a situation had been 
permitted to develop and if a con- 
siderable amount of the bond issue 
funds had become tied up in liens 
on the streets already paved there 
would not then be money enough 
available to take care of the streets 
which had been left over. He wants 
to make sure, if possible, that this 
bond issue is going to take care of 
all the streets so that the troubles 
which have arisen from that source 
may be permanently ended. 

Mr. Redifer also says that there 
are a number of details which have 
to be decided before the bond issue 
ordinance can be prepared. One of 
these details is the rate of interest 
which these bonds will bear, and he 
could see no necessity for rushing 
into the money market and taking 
the interest terms which might then 
be prevailing if by waiting until 
other preliminaries were settled 
there might be an opportunity to get 
a lower rate of interest. He made 
known the interesting information 
that he had been receiving inquiries 
from banking circles in reference to 
the proposed Narberth loan and that 
he thought it would be possible to 
get a reasonably low rate of interest 
find possibly a good premium if the 
matter was not handled too pre- 
cipitately. 

The bond issue ordinance will be 
ready for its first reading at the next 
meeting of Council on April 13, said 
Mr. Redifer. He added that he 
thought funds could be available by 
July and he could see no reason, so 
far as the financing is concerned, 
why the pavements could not be laid 
this year on those streets from 
which proper petitions have been re- 
ceived up to the April meeting of 
Council. He said that he was just 
as anxious to have the work done 
this year as any one else. 

Old Schoolhouse Sold at Wynnewood. 
A tract of three acres on north- 
east side of Wynnewood avenue, at 
corner of Lancaster avenue south 
of Wynnewood station, including 
the old Wynnewood Public School 
Building, has been sold by John 
P. P. Lathrop to R. W. Verner for 
$75,000. The tract will be improved 
with dwellings of the English and 
Colonial type. It has lately been 
used as a nursery.

BEETLES HAVE SPREAD 

Menace This Year Promises to Be 
Serious. 

Despite the combined efforts of 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware and the Federal Government, 
the Japanese beetle has not only 
extended the sweep of its devasta- 
tion for miles beyond the 1924 quar- 
antine area around Philadelphia, but 
has broken out in a new quarter in 
this State.

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The Jap beetle gave suburban 
gardeners and planters endless 
trouble last year. Organizations in 
the Main Line district joined in a 
campaign against the pest. 

Secretary Willits, of the State 
Department of Agricultme, and 
Professor C. H. Hadley, who is in 
charge of Pennsylvania's battle 
against the beetle, say the scourge 
has become a far greater menace 
than ever before. 

They predict that the farmers of 
central Pennsylvania will suffer tre- 
mendous losses, and that the beetle 
may extend its operations through- 
out the entire State unless the Legis- 
lature makes liberal provision fog 
the fight against it. 

The new quarter of infestation is 
Montgomery Island, in the Susque- 
hanna River, between Union and 
Northumberland counties, about 150 
miles from Philadelphia. 

In the last nine years the beetles 
have spread over 3500 square miles 
of country in the Philadelphia dis- 
trict. The beetles were originally 
found in 19 16 in the neighborhood 
of Riverton. N. J. 

Today the infested area takes in 
all southern New Jersey, from a 
point slightly north of Princeton. 
In Pennsylvania the beetle now holds 
a grip on the lower halves of Bucks 
and Montgomery counties, all of 
Philadelphia and Delaware counties 
and almost the entire eastern half 
of Chester county. It has also 
worked southward into the State of 
Delaware, as far as the city of Wil- 
mington. 

The quarantined area always ex- 
tends a few miles beyond the in- 
fested area. The extent of the quar-J 
antined area of 1925 will be deter- 
mined by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on data sub- 
mitted by L. B. Smith, in charge of 
the Riverton station. It is probable 
several weeks may elapse before 
Washington makes its decision, as 
quarantine work will not commence 
until June, when the full-grown 
beetles come above ground. 

"If it were not for the outbreak 
on Montgomery Island, and the 
worriment over funds to finance the 
1925 work, we would feel elated 
over our progress in the fight against 
the beetle," said Professor Hadley. 
"Through the Riverton station, from 
which Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware and the Federal Govern- 
ment conduct the fight, we have 
established three different kinds of 
parasites, which can be counted upon 
ultimately to battle the beetles. 

"Our greatest success has been 
with the tachinid, which kills the 
adult beetle. This parasite lays its 
eggs on the shoulder of the beetle, 
particularly the female. The larvae 
of these bore into the beetle and in 
the end kill it. Almost as soon as 1 
the boring process begins, the beetle 
crawls away to die. 

"We have had some success also 
with two parasites which kill the 
grubs." 

Now is the time for owners of 
lawns and caretakers of golf courses 
to begin the fight against the Jap- 
anese beetle, the State Department 
of Agriculture advises. 

About one inch underground, in 
nearly every lawn and golf green, 
are little armies of grubs, waiting 
for June and its warmth, when they 
will sally forth to gorge on foliage, 
grass, shrubs, early ripening fruit 
and field crops. 

These grubs can be destroyed in 
their lairs with a solution of cyanide 
or carbon bisulphide emulsion. After 
this is flushed upon the ground it 
should be washed down with an 
equal quantity of water.

Urges Miss Rohrer 
For Merion School 



Downs Suggests She be Made 
Principal 



Miss Mary M. Rohrer, formerly 
of the Lower Merion School staff, 
but now assistant county superin- 
tendent in the schools of Hunting- 
don county, has been urged by 
Superintendent S. E. Downs as 
the principal for the new Merion 
school now being built. He rec- 
ommended her selection last week 
in his report to the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Because of the enrollment of 
Merion students in the Cynvvyd 
school, Mr. Downs declared he 
thought only five lower grades 
would be needed in Merion next 
year. 

Other important ' points in the 
superintendent's month message 
was a statement that high school 
enrollments, and consequently tui- 
tions, from Narberth were increas- 
ing and a declaration that the pres- 
ent minimum salary of $2100 to 
senior high school teachers was too 
low to obtain well-trained, experi- 
enced men. 

Said Mr. Downs in his report: 
"I recommend the selection of 
Miss Mary M. Rohrer as primary 
grade teacher and principal of our 
new Merion School. She taught 
seven years in the schools of 
Huntingdon county and eight years 
in the primary department of our 
Bryn Mawr School. She acted as 
supervisor of the primary building 
when the principal was in the new 
school on Bryn Mawr avenue. 

"In 1922 Miss Rohrer accepted an 
appointment as assistant county 
Superintendent of Huntingdon 
county. She has been working in 
that capacity since, but wishes to 
return to Lower Merion. Since she 
left she has taken courses in ad- 
ministration and supervision at 
the Teachers' College, Columbia 
University, and will return this 
summer for an additional course 
there. Enrollments of children in 
the Cynwyd School from the 
Merion district indicate that in all 1 
probability we will need teachers in 
only the five lower grades at Merion 
next year, hence we shall want a 
principal who can also assume the 
full duties of a regular teacher. 

"Fine progress is now being made 
by the contractor of the Merion 
building. It is hoped that it will be 
entirely completed before Septem- 
ber first. If it is not, we will be able 
to manage temporarily by transport- 
ing the children to our Cynwyd 
School. 

"A very delightful demonstration 
of the work in music in the elemen- 
tary schools of our township was 
conducted recently under the man- 
agement of Miss Staley. Dr. Dann, 
former head of the Music Depart- 
ment of the State, held a conference 
•of supervisors at the Junior High 
School Building, 1 ; Ashland 
This was attended by 107 instruc- 
tors from all parts of Eastern Penn- 
sylvania. The entire group was 
furnished a full meal by the cafe- 
teria management of the Junior 
High School. All expressed great 
appreciation of the efforts made by 
those in charge of the meeting and 
of the courtesy of our Board in 
providing the unusual feature of a 
specially prepared luncheon. 

"In addition to the five probable 
new rooms at Merion, it is probable 
that we shall need additional 
teachers as follows : 

"Second grade, Junior High 
School Building, 1 ; Ashland 
School. 1 ; Junior and Senior High 
Schools, 3. 

"There will be a considerable in- 
crease in the number of ninth year 
pupils from Narberth, hence the 
tuition fees will be greater than at 
present. 

"Miss Adelaide Ammerman re- 
ported, Monday of this week, that 
she would be able to do some work 
the remainder of the year, hence I 
have added her to our list of sub- 
stitutes, subject to call. 

"It is very difficult to secure 
efficient, well-trained experienced 
men as senior high school teachers 
at our initial maximum salary of 
$2100. I suggest that the superin- 
tendent be authorized to extend this 
initial salary, if necessary, to $2500 
for the heads of senior high school 
departments. 

"The boys who are working for 
positions in the high school band are 
making strenuous efforts to qualify. 
They hope to make their appearance 
before the close of the year. 

"The junior high school physical 
training exhibition (of boys and 
girls), is scheduled for Saturday 
evening, March 28. (This is post- 



poned from the 27th so as to avoid a 
conflict with the Bryn Mawr 
scholarship entertainment) The 
senior high school exhibition will 
be held Friday, April 3. The senior 
high school class play is scheduled 
for April 17. The senior high 
school desires to entertain the board 
at dinner, Wednesday evening, May 
13, and the junior high school, 
Wednesday evening, June 10. 



L. M. AT STATE

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BOOK REVIEWS 



An interesting but varied selec- 
tion of books has been chosen for 
review this week. All six are now 
ready for circulation in the library. 
"Matilda, Governess of the Eng- 
lish," by Sophia Cleugh, is, with- 
out any question, pure romance. 
Miss Cleugh has taken as heroine 
of her - tale an apparently plain 
little orphan girl just out of school. 
As governess to the children of a 
duchess she lives a happy life, and 
falling heir to some of the cast-off 
clothing of the duchess' family, the. 
little governess finds herself beau- 
tiful and is found beautiful by a 
handsome young man. Although 
engaged to a Lady Victoria the 
young man spends much time and 
thought upon Matilda and so awak- 
ens her interest in himself. But it 
would not do to tell all that happens. 
It is enough to say that this book 
can be highly recommended to those 
who enjoy romance plus a happy 
ending. 

"Orphan Island," by Rose Ma- 
cauley, is an amusing satire on Eng- 
land and English life. To do this 
Miss Macauley has contrived to 
have a band of orphans wrecked 
and cast up upon an unheard-of 
island. Miss Smith and Doctor 
O'Malley, who are in charge of the 
orphans, are also saved. How Miss 
Smith makes her own laws, teaches 
her own ideas on religion and, in 
short, governs the orphans on this 
island makes a very funny story 
and gives many a chance for poking 
fun at some of the English customs. 
Anne Rittenhouse is perhaps one 
of the most experienced and widely 
read fashion writers in this country. 
Her articles have appeared for 
years, first in newspapers and then 
in magazines. She has just written 
a book called "The Well-Dressed 
Woman," in which she discusses 
"clothes;" clothes for the school 
girl, clothes for the working girl, 
clothes for the older woman in both 
town and country, fur coats and 
how to buy hats. There is some- 
thing here for everyone, thin and 
fat, pale and florid, and it all makes 
interesting readme:. 

"Why "the Weather?" by C. F. 
Brooks, associate professor of Pe- 
teorology and Climatology, Clark 
University, is an intensely interest- 
ing book on that most abused topic, 
the weather. 
"Whether it be cold, »■ whether it 

be hot, 
We must have the weather, whether 

or not." 
says the old jingle, and in this au- 
thentic book Professor Brooks has 
written so that laymen as well as 
scientists may understand the ways 
of clouds, moisture, moons tipped 
up, rings around the moon and the 
old story of the ground hog. He 
also explains some of the old 
weather sayings that have misled 
the people. Also, if anyone is plan- 
ning a party or picnic and is par- 
ticularly anxious for a clear day, 
consult this book and find out if 
there is to be rain or sunshine. 

The O. Henry Memorial Award 
Prize Stories are a collection of 
short stories reprinted from various 
magazines. Doctor Blanche Colton 
Williams, chairman of the commit- 
tee on awards, says: "It looks as if 
this is going to be the best book that 
we have got together." Inez Haynes 
Irwin heads the list as first prize 
winner, with many well-known 
names following. Another compila- 
tion of short stories is by Edward 
j. O'Brien. Mr. O'Brien has made 
a collection of the best American 
short stories each year and while 
there is no prize attached to any of 
these stories they are always con- 
sidered a very fine collection.

little known. Our people have 
faith in his ability and are in sym- 
pathy with his simplicity and his 
program of economy. 

The most striking note of na- 
tional politics today is the stepping 
out of Hughes and the stepping 
in of Dawes. Using his only op- 
portunity to make an address 
Dawes struck at the menace of 
filibustering, and asked the Sen- 
ators to correct it. He has met 
with sarcasm but has the press 
and the country behind him. 

When the discussion of disarma- 
ment is reopened (having been 
started by Hughes) it will give 
Kellogg the opportunity to show 
his metal. The Peace Protocol is 
buried. Britain could not sign 
because her dominions objecte 
It is doubtful that both naval a 



land armaments will be discussed 
in the Washington Conference, 
though airplanes may be included. 

France does not favor any pre- 
agreement of America and Eng- 
land. France will not give up ar- 
mament until Britain gives a mil- 
itary guarantee. 

The chief criticism of the pres- 
ent "Do-Nothing Congress" per- 
tains to its methods rather than its 
accomplishments. Its bill to raise 
its own salaries was put through 
as a "rider" to an appropriation. 
The Lousanne treaty and the 
treaty with Cuba, granting her the 
jurisdiction of the Island of Pines. 
To date the news is that President 
Coolidge will give Mr. Warren a 
recess appointment (until Decem- 
ber) if he is defeated in the Senate 
again. The Senate thinks that 
Warren's close association with 
the Sugar Trust would bar him 
from making a good Attorney 
General. The situation is seri- 
ous, being a challenge to the 
Senate by the President.
